_ Paper Banknotes 


Tokyo, Aug? 11. 

There has been a progressive in- 
crease in paper money in circulation 
in. Japan in recent years. Notes in 
circulation averaged 2,286,200,000 yen 
in July. This shows on.increase of 
380,000,000 yen compared with July, 
1938 and on increase of 814,000,000 


yen compared with the corresponding 
period of ‘1937, the date of the out- 
break of the “China Incident.” 


The average annual Increase in 
note issue before the. outbreak of the 
war was around 100,000,000 yen. 

“The huge increase in note clrcula- 
tion would not be dangerous if 
paralletted by «an expansion of 
Japan's economic activity,” says the 
Asahi Shimbun, “but unfortunately 
this does -not seem to be the case. - 


“An industrial expansion must 
neceesarily be followed by an In- 
erease in the nation’s power of ab- 
sorbIng bonds. As o- matter of fact 
there’ has been no appreciable in- 
crease in the amount of, bonds held 
by financing institutions and the gen- 
eral public, The amount of bonds 
now in-the vaults of the Bank of 
Japan suggests that any. substantiul 
expansion in: the nation’s economic 
activity has yet to come.”

“The common variety of halt is pers 
petrated when a pitcher falls to com- 
plete a delivery started to the plate,

The subterfuge of pitching without 
hesitation has been devised for the 
double purpose of catching the batter 
unaware, ond ‘nailing’ the base-run- 
ner to the bag. Pitcher Sherdel tried 
fo slip a third strike-over on Babe 
Ruth In the World Series in 1928 but 
before the Series, the umpires had 
agreed {o debar the quick delivery, 
so: Ruth was not called out, Now, 
with a runner on base, such a delivery 
must be construcd as balk. 

The quick delivery is manifestly 
unfair to the base-runner, os he 
must return to first base after ench 
pitch to sce if the batter wanta to 
co-operate with him; before he has 
time to acquire a normal lead, the 
offending pitcher comes quickly’ Into 
position and pitches. It is a menace | 
to the hit-and-run game os the run-' 
ner Is easily headed off at second 
base n batted ball is handled by an 
infielder. If the pitch Is ‘wasted' the 
runner is ‘caught by a mile’ in what 
looks to be an attempted steal, but 
what ds in reality an effort to put 
over the hit-and-run, 

The possibilities of tricking the 
base-runner widened perceptibly 
when Ed Walsh, Sr., blazed his great 
spitball tralk with the Chicago White 
Sox in 1006. Besides being the most 
skilful exponent of the damp delivery, 
Walsh tnvented the famous ‘half balk’ 


move which prompted many runners_ 


to sit down on first base so they 
would not be called out, When 
Walsh was doing duty on the sinb, 
base-runners Ieft first base like a. 
Scotsman Ieaves his pay, check.

Consumption in the City and Hill 
district during the month of July 
amounted to 589.27 million ‘gallons, 
Including 143.09 million gallons from 
the Mainland, by an estimated 
population of 550,000 at the rate of 
34.6 gallons per hend per day.

Tsang said that after he ond his 
companions had passed Fook-chal the 
wn retraced hls steps, Fook-chal 
knew of Tsang's deportation ‘and 
fearing that the Police would be in- 
formed and he be npprehended, Tsantr 
turned to the five men with him ond 
told them that he was not folng with 
them to commit. the robbery, One 
amuin, Chi, snid he was certain that 
Look-chai owas going to call the 
Pollee, 

In reply to Chi, continued Tsang, 
he said that he would walt on at 
certain hill for the ve men, Chi 
told hlm not to fail to be on the hill 
otherwiat he would be killed when 
he returned to the country, Tsanyt 
then left Chi and the other men and 
went to the appointed hill, Hie wait- 
ed there for two hours and then saw 
Chi and the others approaching. 
Chi joined him but the other men 
went away, Chi sald that they had 
been hotly chased, when he was ashk-

Eventually, sald Tsang, they hid 
fa a cave underneath two different 
rocks, After 10 minutes he heard 
What seemed to be Inspector's Carey 
voice” and saw Chi creeping away 
through the undergrowth, 

Tsang said that Sergeant Pope
